TO HAVE FARM EXPERIENCE 


lours? Not Compulsory But Is To 
Be Optional With Students. 


Columbia, Mo., 
Feb. J.—Learn 
ing farm m anagement by the act­ 
ual 
experience 
on 
an approved 
farm is tile new plan which will 
be inaugurated by the College of 
Agriculture 
of the University of 
Missouri for students specializing 
'n farm 
managem ent. 
The 
ar­ 
rangement is the first of its kind 
given for undergraduate students 
by any agricultural college in the 
United States. 
No lengthening of 
required hours for graduation will 
be m ade and the student may re­ 
ceive his degree after four years 
work. 
The course 
is 
not compulsory 
but will be 
optional 
with farm 
m anagem ent students. 
Daring the 
first tw o years of the course the 
student will take sixty-eight hours 
work. 
In the 
summer following 
his second year, he will take a 
sum m er field trip for which five 
hours credit 
is to be given. 
Ho 
will return to the college for his 
first sem ester of the junior year, 
taking eighteen hours work. 
The 
practical course begins with the 
second sem ester of the junior year 
when the student will go to one 
of the approved farms in the state 
and will stay there until the end 
of the first sem ester of his senior 
year in February of the year fol­ 
lowing. Fifteen hours credit or the 
equivalent of one semester's work 
will be given 
for the experience 
providing that the student prepar° 
a creditable thesis giving a record 
of his 
research. 
Eighteen hours 
work will 
complete 
the second 
sem ester of the senior year in the 
College of Agriculture.

Dr. W illett not long since com ­ 
pleted a journey around Hie world. 
W h ile 
in the Orient 
he made a 
special 
stud' 
of the people and 
conditions pertaining to the efforts 
being made by christian peoples to 
christianize the peoples of the east. 
According to Dr. W ille tt, Jap an 
has, in half a century, built up a 
public school system 
superior 
to 
that of the Fnited States, in that 
education is compulsory, yet free. 
As a result of fifty years’ effort 
along that line by 
the 
Japanese 
government, an autocratic one, ed­ 
ucation of the Jap an ese has pro­ 
gressed to * urn ail extent that theie 
is a greater degree of literacy ii, 
that 
country than in the 
Fnited 
States. 
But in spite of their rapid pro­ 
gress along educational lines, Jap an 
still resists, to a degree, christiani­ 
zation of its people. 
According to 
Dr. W ille tt, this is the result of the 
failure of christian peoples to send 
their m issionaries into Jap an at the 
time, about a century ago, when 
Japan was in a receptive mood. The 
effort to christianize tile O rient is 
producing results, but the work is 
much more difficult than it should 
have been, tie said. 
China, said Dr. W’illett, wras edu­ 
cated and cultured before the west­ 
ern hemisphere was dreamed of, 
yet today it is not christianized. 
In 
the thirteenth century three m er­ 
chants from Venice were traveling 
through the Orient, and after three 
and a half years 
entered 
China. 
The ruler talked with them and 
learned 
th it 
the 
Greeks 
wor- 
hipped a diety unseen, yet potent. 
The emperor asked the mechants to 
return to their country and bring 
him a hundred priests to teach his 
people. 
The 
m erchants 
returned 
to Venice .placed the em peror’s re­ 
quest before the pope, who finally 
arranged for but two 
priests 
to 
tart for China. 
These two men 
became 
discouraged 
before 
the.' 
were even well stinted on the jour­ 
ney 
and they turned back. 
The 
m erchants reported their failure to 
lh** emperor, telling him, however, 
of a country through which they 
had passed w hich had many priests 
of a religion unknown 
to 
them. 
They* were commanded to bring a 
hundred of those priests. 
They did 
so, the result ot which was that 
Mohainmedism and Buddhism flour- 
died in China for centuries. 
Dr. W illet lays the failure for an 
ntirely christianized China to the 
refusal of the church in the th ir­ 
teen! beentury to send the hundred 
priests asked for to China, when its 
emperor and people w ere iii a recep­ 
tive mood. 
Now progress is much 
lower and much more d ifficult.

with the good Boy Scouts, accord­

“The problem is to get hold of 
the existing hooligan 
and

him,’ said I he chief. 
“ In Birming­

There are 
2.000 young hooligans who are hon­ 
orary m em bers of 
Scout 
troops, 
and they are allowed lo play games 
without taking up scouting at all 
unless they wish, but 90 per cent 
of them w ant to become Scouts 
after they have been 
playing

week or two. 
“ Many of 
them 
have 
already 
been rew arded for public service. 
That is what these hooligans want.
